that “we should ground ourselves firm­ 
ly in the past,'’ Dr, Warfield said the 
best foundation on which to build was 
Jesus Christ. 
Obedience of children 
to parents was stressed by tile speak­ 
er in this connection, pointing to the 
discipline of Christ by his parents. 
Jesus, he continued, was dignified by 
honest toil, but, Doctor Warfield add­ 
ed, the greatest thing is to live a life, 
not so much making a living. 
He said that every ounce of power 
should be* directed toward the service 
of others, for by sacrifice and service 
“you will be living in the perfection 
of the Great Example.’’ 
Doctor Warfield flayed the 
recent 
Twentieth Century 
version 
of 
the 
Bible, declaring that he would stand 
by the old King James version, at 
the same time taking a poke at all 
modern literature. 
He declared a 
jury of twelve men, after having tifeen 
read a page from the Bible, from die 
novel “Main Street,” from Shakes­ 
peare and from any of the modern 
dramatists would quickly decide which 
was literature and which was “modern 
slush.” 
After decrying the lawlessness of 
America, the speaker emphasized the 
fact that the country must soon be 
brought back to 
respect for 
law. 
“America must be made a place for 
men and women to live, love and labor 
in,” he asserted. 
A plea for everybody to keep faith 
with the past, to make the Bible the 
basis of all life and to live in the 
likeness of Jesus Christ brought to a 
close the speaker’s address.

London—There’s a glint of steel 
in the eyes of Don Miguel Primo de 
Kivera, Marques de Estella, military 
director of Spain. When it flashes, a 
whole nution trembles—and he just 
laughs. 
For Rivera, apostle of strong arm 
methods, has battered his way to the 
foremost position in Spain, and has 
m ade. himself one of the powers of 
Europe. 
But he has never lost his 
sense of humor. 
In some aspects his advent to pow­ 
er is only a purely local matter. 
In 
others, it is an medication of the 
wave of reaction that is setting in all 
over Europe. 
In Germany it follows the banner 
of Hitler. In France it manifests it­ 
self in the “Camelot^ du Roi”—the 
wild young strip'ings who pretend to 
believe they can restore royalty to 
the throne there. 
In Italy it is Fas­ 
cism and Mussolini. In Spain it is de 
Rivera and rule by the army. 
Mussolini overturned constitutional 
government in Italy by forming an 
army outside of the army. The king 
bowed to an accomplished fact. 
In Spain 
de 
Rivera 
overturned 
constitutional government by means 
of the army. 
The king was appar­ 
ently “in on the know" and delighted 
to set the politicians turned out. 
Musso ini sprang from the people 
and had once been a Socialist. 
De 
Rivera 
belongs 
to 
the aristocracy 
and is counted among the intimate J 
friends of the king. 
He inherited his title from the late 
Marshal 
Don 
Fernando 
Primo de 
Rivera on whom it was bestowed for 
his services in fighting the supporters 
of Don Carlos, the pretender to the 
Spanish throne. 
The present marques has seen serv­ 
ice in all 
Spain’s 
recent 
wars— in 
Cuba, the Philippines and in Morocco 
Wherever 
he 
went, 
he flashed his 
eyes—and won. He has several times 
been wounded on the battlefield. 
In spite of his title, he has an 
affable, gay, democratic manner and 
a sense of humor which further en­ 
dears him to those who meet him.

minister 
of 
foreign affairs fled to France in an 
automobile and doty notified Rivera' 
of the 
fact. 
“All right,” 
replied 
Rivera by wire. 
“That makes no 
difference, but send back the auto. It 
belongs to the state."

tribes in 
that portion of 
Morocco 
which she claims as hen protectorate 
The Moslems have licked the stuff­ 
ing out of the Spanish troops. The 
officers 
have 
proved 
themselves 
singu arly 
inept. 
The peasants are 
bitter against their sons being taken 
off tho 
farms 
and 
carted 
off 
to 
Morocco to die. 
On the other hand 
there are military men who say the 
“honor” of thy Spanish 
army

mands a further campaign. 
The situation in Catalonia and its 
great city, Barcelona, is simpler. The 
Catalan

his own language..his own laws and 
either complete

And to keep it, they must 
keep Catalonia part of Spain.

Barcelona has also Heen disturbed 
by fights between the bosses and the 
workmen, the hitter being very large- - 
ly anarchists. 
Hence the frequent 
assassinations in that great town. 
Rivera understands these problems 
and faces them with a glint in his 
eye—and a smile oil his face.
